THE ALABAMA PLUM. 


The Balloting Still Going On—A Few Dark 
Horses Showing Up. 

MonTGomerRy, Ala., November 20.—[Spe- 
Cial,]—At the opening of the caucus last night 
I telegraphed you that Clarke, congressman 
from the first district, would probably receive 
some votes during the night. This was inside 
information from a leader in the ranks of one 
of the leading candidates, who planned a stam- 
pede to help him, if possible, to defeat his op- 
ponents and himself, if needs be. He stated 
positively that he would have one vote cast for 
Clarke, and if any sensation was produced the 
next ballot would find the vote of one con- 
gressional district in Clarke's column. Tho 
Scheine did not work last night, and on the 
call of the third ballot tonight one vote was 
announced for Clarke. There was a vote too 
many in the total, and the ballot was retaken, 
and Clarke had tive votes to his credit. 

The next ballot, which was the last of to- 
night’s session, pulled in two new dark 
horses-—Little Joe Wheeler, of the eighth 
congressional district, and Colonel Newt N. 
Clements, speaker of the house of represent- 
atives. Clarke is still sticking, with an in- 
creased vote. i 

On the face of the ballots it looks as though 
the votes scattered around came from the 
Seay forces, but Seay’s leaders declare there is 
no deflection in his ranks; that every man 
who voted for the governor on the first ballot 
taken is still for him, in addition to a number 
of converts from other ranks. 

Kolb is still in the fight, notwithstanding 
the reports that he was to be withdrawn, and 
he sleeps on the field tonight with the highest 
vote received by any candidate. 

The proposition to adjourn at 9 o’clock in- 
stead of 10 o’clock tonight, came from the 
Pugh ranks,and it is believed that Pugh’s 
leaders intend to make the best use of the 
time between this and the meeting tomorrow 
night. 

Seay’s men are watching every point and 
say delay does not injure the chances of the 
governor, while Kolb’s forces will stick until 
the very last. 

An alliance conference was held. here this 
afternoon, and itis reported that seventy-five 
prominent alliancemen, from all parts of the 
state, were present. What this conference 
did is unknown, but rumor says it pro- 
nounced for Kolb, straightout, and that it 
urged every allianceman to stand firm in the 
caucus until his nomination is secured. 

The hopes of a dark horse are meagre. Of 
the men voted for so far, Clements is the only 
one on whom consolidation is possible. Henry 
Clayton, of Barbour, one of the brightest 
young men in Alabama, would get the nomi- 
nation easier than any outsider in the state, 
but Clayton is Pugh’s nephew and his warmest 
adherent and ho would under nocircumstances 
allow his name to go before the caucus. 

The democratic senatorial caucus took three 
ballots tonight. The Jast ballot stood: Pugh, 
40; Kolb, 42; Seay, 27: Watts, 9, and 9 divided 
between Congressmen Clarke and Wheeler. 
It is thought a nomination will be reached 
tomorrow night.

MAY BE HELD FOR ARSON. 


Strong Testimony Against a Galveston 
Merchant. 

GALVESTON, Tex., November 20,—[Special.} 
The..Heidenhsimer case »goes to the jury to- 
night.

The Heidenheimers are the largest 
wholesale grocers in Texas. Some time ago 
they built a cotton seed oil mill here costing 
about $200,000.

The mill was 
heavily insured. One Dennis Collogne swore 
that he saw Sampson Heidenheimer, one of 
the firm, apply the torch,and on his testimony 
some of the insurance companies refused to 
pay the policies held by the Heidenheimers, 

ut the grand jury refused to pay any atten- 
tion to the statement of Collogne. Collogne, 
a few weeks ago, very mysteriously disap- 
peared. Heidenheimer then offered a large 
reward for his capture, and in a few days he 
Spe seereener at San Francisco and brought 
yack. 

Before his arrival, however, Sampson 
Heidenheimer quickly disposed of his share 
in the firin’s interest, and with his family leit 
the city. Recently he reappeared at Galves- 
ton, as suddenly as he had departed. The 
case now to be determined is whether Col- 
logne swore falsely or not when he said he saw 
Sampson apply the light and watched him run 
away. Collogne, throughout the trial, has 
maintained that what he said was true, -and 
Heidenheimer has been unable to prove to 
thecontrary.

New York, November 20.—The run which

THE NEW MESSIAH CRAZE. 


Report of an Engagement with Two Crazy 
Indians. 

Unreaco, November 20.—A special from 
Standing Rock agency, N. D., says: “The 
news that troops have been ordered to the res- 
ervation has spread rapidly among the savages, 
and the general effect has been bad. Several 
hundred braves disappeared, with what object 
and.in what direction, cannot at this hour be 
learned. There is evident fright in some quar- 
ters, and the general impression is that the 
bucks are running away from what they regard 
as animpending calamity. It may be, how- 
ever, that they are bent upon pillage and mur- 
der, or have galloped across the country to in- 
cite the northern Cheyennes, the most excita- 
ble band of Indiansin the west, to take arms 
against the whites. Aged warriors and 
Wwemen are frightened over the out- 
look, and profess the warmest friendship 
forthe pale faces. Major Mclaughlin, the 
agent here, has just returned from Sitting 
Ball’s camp on Grand river and reports that 
the dances are still going on, but Sitting Ball’s 
influence has weakened greatly in the last 


week. Hehasno more than 200 followers. 


He received Major McLaughlin. cordially, but 
the young bucksscowled at the agent as though 
he were not welcome. He had a long talk 
with Sitting Bull and is satisfied that the old 
chief's faith in the coming Messiah is on a de- 
cline and that unless something unforeseen 
occurs there is no probability of trouble this 
winter, and possibly none next spring.

CROPS IN CAROLINA, 


Condition of Cotton and Rice in South 
Carolina. 

CotumBiA, 8. C., November 20.—[Special. | 
The eleventh annual report of the department 
of agriculture, just completed, makes a very 
remarkable showing. The season was gen- 
erally favorable to cotton. The acreage was 
increased from 1,561,280 acres in 14879 to 
1,615,480 acres in 1890, and a careful and con- 
servative estimate, based upon reports re- 
ceived since November Ist, places the yield of 
the crop of 1890-1891 at 671,146 bales of upland 
ahd 12,000 bags of Sea Island cotton. This is by 
far the largest crop ever grown in the statt.The 
tiber, too, is unusually long and strong. The 
immense yield is attributable to the increased 
acreage, heavier fertilization and to the gen- 
erally favorable season. The stands obtained 
were almost perfect, and while the 
heavy rains of August and September 
damaged the open cotton, which was two 


~ weeks earlier than usual, this loss was more 


than compensated by the heavy top crop, 
which was produced thereby and which the 
subsequent perfect weather has matured. 

The rice crop was considerably damaged by 
rain during the harvest season, and is below 
the average. Corn and all other crops, with 
the exception of wheat, are above the average. 
Notwithstanding the low prices realized for 
cotton, the value of the principal crops grown 
in South Carolina reaches the handsome 
total of $58,000,000. The quantity of com- 
mercial fertilizers sold in the state during ths 
year just ended was 168,679 tons, or 37,000 tons 
more than last year, when the sales were 

reater than any provious year. During the 
ast year 237,150 tons of phosphate rock were 
removed from the beds of the navigable 
streamsjof the state, and the amount of rovaity 
paid into the state treasury thereon was $239,- 
150, an increase of $25,048 over last year. 


MARKS'S LITTLE SCHEME. 


How He Got Away with a Large Amount 
of Money. 


Rocuester, N. Y., November 20.—Moses 
S. Marks, who, up to one year ago, was 
employed at the Flour City National bank; in 
this city. telegraphed by the Western Union 
telegraph line to the National Bank of Coin- 
merce, New York, correspondents of the Flour 
City bank, to send immediately $25,000 in 
currency. He signed the name of the cashier 
of the bank, William A. Waters, to the 
dispatch. This morning the bank re- 
ceived a letter from the National Bank 
of Commerce, in New York, saying the 
money had been sent in $10 and $20 bills. The 
bank officials at once telephoned to the Ainer- 
ican Express Company to learn if the money, 
which they had not ordered, had been received, 
and learned that Marks had called there at 9 
o’clock and received the cash. The express 
company’s Officials knew him, and supposed 
he was still connected with the bank. The po- 
lice are now looking for Marks. The thief is 
a young man-of the town, who has hitherto 
borne an excellent reputation. 

Moses 8. Marks, of Rochester, the bank 
thief, was cantured in a house of iil-fame in 
this city tonight by Detective Cleveiand, of 
the city police force. All the money except 
$350 was recovered.

‘PARNELL STILL LEADS 


NOTWITHSTANDING DEMANDS FOR 
HIs RETIREMENT 


ON ACCOUNT OF HIS HEINOUS CRIME. 


Michael Davitt Suggests That He Ketire 
For a Short Time, But Mr. Parnell 
Will Lead His Party. 


Lonpon, November 20.—The London 


World, Michael Davitt’s paper, says:| 

Mr. Parnell is under a moral cloud which he has 
brought upon himself. The crisis which he has 
caused in the home-rule muvementgis the gravest 
that has occurred in ten years, There is only one 
course for Mr. Parnell to pursue—that is to eface 
himself from public life for the brief period which 
must ensue before he can legally marry Mrs. 
O'Shea. 

The Labor World asks: 

Is the people’s support of the home-rule move- 
ment to be imperiled by the refusal of Mr. Parnell 
to separate his personality from the interests of 
home rule? Mr. Parnell cannot plead ignorance 
of the feelings of the liberal party regarding his 
new position. 

The Labor World holds that those who argue 
that the control of the Irish party is the sole affair 
of the Irish people, and that nothing will be in- 
volved or jeopardized if they do not repudiate Mr. 
Parnell’s leadership, unconsciously p.ays Into the 
hands of the enemies of home rule. Others, with 
surpassing and extraordimary ignorance of the 
necessities of a political crisis, and with 
the wild extravagance of blind zeal, say that Mr. 
Parnell, a8 a Protestant, is not morally respunsi- 
ble to the Catholics. Those who advance the jatter 
argument are shaking the very foundations upon 
which home rule stands in England. 

This paper adds: 

Mr. Parnell is asked to make a smal)! sacrifice in 
return for the sacrifices that a confiding and gen- 
erous people have made for him; he must not 
consider his own political future in this crisis, 
but what is the best course to adopt in the inter- 
est of home rule in England? He must remember 
that he defied Irish popular sentiment when he 
rode rough-shod over the feelings and opinions of 
his own party, when, in 1966, in the pres- 
ence of another serious crisis, he thrust 
O'Shea upon the electors of Galway. The 
wounds thereby inflicted upon the minds of his 
ablest foliowers are yet unhealed. Loyalty to the 
union, fidelity to the cause, compelled his col- 
leagues to gulp down their indignation. 

Will Mr. Parnell now ask a similar sacrifice 
from his home-rule friends in England’ 

In response to an inquiry Mr. Gladstone has 
telegraphed that it is not true that he has con- 
veyed any intimation to Mr. Parnell as to the 
course he should pursue in consequence of the 
result of the O’Shea divorce case. 

MR. PARNELL TO HIS PEOPLE. 

Mr. Parnell has sent to several of his col- 
leagues a communication to the effect that as 
long as he is supported by his colleagues and 
the Irish people, he will remain at the helm 
in politics. He says that he has never sought 
either office or reward of any kind from any 
English party, and he does not seek their as- 
Sistance now. 

The Irish people, not English politicians, 
must decide the leadership of the nationalist 
party. At the present critical juncture he 
would be false to his duty to Ireland if he 
should desert his position because of private 
matters with which politics have no concern. 

When his mission is accomplished and 
justice has been won for Ireland after her long 
struggle against overwhelming odds,the people 
may choose whom they will to conduct their 
local affairs. If they desire otheasas leaders 
they will be able to seiect men of theirjchoice. 


PARNELL WILL RESIGN HIS SEAT. 
DuBuin, November 20:—The statement is 
made in nationalist circles here that Mr. Par- 
nell will resign his seatin parliament at the 
end of the session, and will offer himself for 


re-election. 

At a great nationalist meeting held today in 
Leinster hall, Mr. Kenny, member of parlia- 
ment, read a telegram from the Irish delega- 
tions now in America, in which they expressed 
staunch adheren‘*e to Mr. Parnell. 

The lord mayor made the opening address. 
He said the only crimeof which Ireland would 
take notice was one that Mr. Parnell was in- 
capable of committing—namely, treason to 
Ireland.

CnicaGco, November 20.—The national 
world’s fair commission resumed its labors this 
morning.

The report of the committee on buildings 
and grounds presented yesterday came up as a 
special order. It embraced the much mooted 
question of what proportion of the fair should 
be placed on the lake front. 

It is recommended that the fine art and 
decorative art buildings, the music hall, elec- 
trical display, water palace and steel tower, 
with other germane exhibits, be placedjon the 
lake front, with the main department build- 
ings.

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DELUDING THE NEGROES. 


Peek Gathering in the Dollars by His Congo 
Swindle. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., November 20.—[Spe- 
cial.|—For a few weeks past the negroes 
throughout the various civil districta of the 
county have been holding mass meetings and 
organizing Congo societies for the purpose of 
banding together to emigrate to the Congo dis- 
trict of Africa. The agitation in this section 
was begun by a man named Peek, from Geor- 
gia, who claimed to represent the Congo so- 
ciety of Washington. Peek instracted the ne- 
groes thatthey would have to deposit Slas a 
guarantee of geod faith, and pay their railroad 
fare from here to Savannah. The steamship 
passage, he said, would be furnished free. 

About 350 negroes of this city paid in their 
$i each, which is now on deposit here. Peek 
left here about November Ist for Washington, 
saying he would have everything in readiness, 
so that the party could leave November 15th, 
but he has not been heard froin since. 

The negroes who deposited the dollar suspect 
that there is, a scheme working to defraud 
them. The greaternumber of negroes whe 
have joined the Congo Emigration Society are 
of the most ignorant class. Some of them are 
emphatic in their statements that they are 
going to a country where milk is obtained by 
tappiu g trees, molasses runsin streams, and 
corn bread grows on bushes, and they will live 
end enjoy their lives without the necessity of 
working. The credulity of these negroes has 


| been so worked upon that they look forward 


to their liberation fro6m work as they did years 
ago to their freedom from S!avery. The party 
will leave here as soon as word is received 
from Washington, and say they will be joined 
at Savannah by 1,000 Georgia negroes.

Acting District Attorney Hardeman opened 
this morning forthe government. He spoke 
fully two hours, making an able and telling 
argument. He held up to the jury thecharac- 
ter of Hall, as brought out by the testimony, 
and explained to them how numerous deeds had 
been forged, the proof of which had already 
been brought out. He said it was plainly shown 
‘that Hall had also made one of those deeds 
to Judge Goodwyn. The testimony of Judge 
Goodwyn, together with that of Joe Goodwyn, 
Joe Hamilton, Mr. Peacock and many other 
witnesses proved that such a deed been 
made. Mr. Peacock’s evidence, he said, was 
in itself enough to convict the defendant. He 
made a careful review of the testimony 
throughout, explaining fully the govern- 
ment’s side of the case. He concluded 
his argument about noon, when Mr. Bartlett 
began argument for the defense. He ap- 
pealed tothe jury to refuse to convict his 
client on the testimony of a few negroes, who, 
he claimed, had been plainly impeached. 
Goodwyn, he said, had sworn to three

ATLANTA, Ga., November 20, 
1890o.—Hon. A. L. Kontz, My Dear 
Sir: In response to your inquiry as 
to my opinion upon the question of 
eligibility to the office of mayor of 
the city of Atlanta, I: beg to say 
that I see nothing in the act of the 
12th of November, 1889, to dis- 
qualify you from holding the office, 

But for the respect I have for the 
opinions of distinguished lawyers 
who, I understand, have expressed 
opinions to the contrary, I should 
never have entertained the slightest 
doubt of your eligibility from any- 
thing which appears in the act of 
November 12, 1889, above referred 
to. 

I understand your term of office 
as councilman will expire before the 
term for which the mayor is elected 
commences, and by the very terms 
of the statute above referred to 
councilmen and aldermen are 
declared ineligible to any other 
municipal office during the terms for 
which they were elected—mark the 
language—ineligible to any other 
municipal office.

The articles of George Kennan 
have been of thrilling interest to us.” 

And this reference to Mr. Kennan’s articles 
serves to introduce the subject of our appeal. 
Those who have read the Kennan articles in the 
Century Magazine, describing the horrors of the 
exile system of Siberia, and have, in addition to 
this, looked upon the faces of some of the political 
exiles, as portrayed by the Russian police photo- 
gtapbs exhibited at the entrance of this church, 
need no further introduction to the important 
movement represented by the Siberian Exile Peti- 
tion Association of Philadelphia. 

Phat thousands of human beings, many of them 
cultured and educated women, have been sent 
year by year, fora hundred years or more, in 
chains and degradation unspeakable; tramping 
through snow and mud for 2,000 or 3,000 miles to 
the mines of Kara and other places in desolate 
Siberia, because they were suspected of believing, 
or declared their belief,that their land and govern- 
ment were not in touch, with the humanizing 
sentunents of the age;isasolemn and terribie 
fact that no amount of denial on the one 
hand or false coloring on the other should 
permit us ever to forget. 

For 100 years or more no one has seemed to care 
for their suffering, no one has heeded their cry, 
even though emphasized by martyrdom and 8ui- 
cide, until the brave voice of an American called 
out to the whole world to listen while he told of 
the crimes apd shames and sufferings of this por- 
tion of humanity; while he told of a people whose 
mouths have been stopped and cries mufiled for so 
long atime by the iron hand of despotism, that 
theirappeals come now to him as to a savior of 
their nation. With pathetic helplessness in the 
midst of their despair and death, they Gry out to 
the one man wh6 has raised his voice in sympathy 
and help: ‘Tell Kennan, oh! tell Mr. Kennan, 
and let lhe world know what we suffer.”’ 

And their appeal shall not be in vain! The 
Story of their sufferings and death has touched 
our hearts, and we cannot, we must not, pass by 
ou the other side and allow our brothers to suffer; 
but must keepon with this agitation, this ap- 
peal to the great supreme court of the world, 
public opinion, to which every member of hu- 
manity has a God-given right to present his 
cause, and the verdictof which is tne voice of 
God, speaking through the people, crying out fur 
justice, for humanity. And this verdict no 
poteniate in this nineteenth century can Icng 
= 

All these six months of work the sentiment “for 
God and humanity” has been ringingin the ears 
of the secretary from all over this broad land with 
an ever increasing solemnity. It has seemed to 
him like the voice which spoke to Elijah, not 
coming in the strong wind which rent the rocks, 
nor like the earthquake, nor the fire, but the still, 
small voice of thousands’ of letters, 
filled with such a love for humanity as 
has found its completest expression 
in the dedication “for Godand humanity.” And 
the conviction has pressed itself upon us that 
there is a greater truth in the phrase of the 
ancients, ‘Vox populi, vox Dei,” than we are 
willing to acknowledge; thatthe voice of God 
does indeed speak through His people against in- 
justice and all wrong, gathering by moral accre- 
tions in H18 own measured way such power that 
wrong and injustice creep into hiding for very 
Shame, and at last die in vile obscurity. 

When Madame Hope Sigida,the Russian patriot, 
resisting the bratal familiarity of a prison com- 
mandant at the minesof Kara, struck back 
like an injured animal at bay, and in consequence 


the whiz of the brutal! lash fell on her tender flesh 


until she was scourged to death and her beantiful 
friend, Mary Kavalejskaya, through despair and 
grief committed suicide, it offended and wounded 
the millions who readand heard of the infamy. 
They felt that it was intolerable to remain passive 
beholders while such things were yoing on in a 
neighboring country. And the desire to do some- 
thing to puta stop to such horrors has become an 
imperative moral necessity. There sprung from 
the pen ofa New England poet at this time a 
verse which well expresses the sentiment just 1n- 
dicated. He wrote: 

“There ia blood upon earth, but a sword in air; 
And the blood 1s the pain that a people bear, 

And the sword is the power of a people’s prayer, 


“And the sword—it is monn gee above athrone; 
And the blood—it has cried, with an exile’s moan, 
For the world to acknowlédge the cause its own; 


‘To encircle the planets with hearts of fire, 

With a pity whose sandals shall never tire, 

Till they haste to the Tsar with the world’s great 
ire; 


“With its horror of cursed Kara’s red sod, 

With its wrath on a merciless ruler’s rod, 

sets tears and its prayers for the scourge of 
70d. 


‘When the heart of a pitying world is stirred, 

In the voice of its wrath shall the Lord be heard, 

And os Tsar shall be scourged by his awtul 
word.”’ 


The voice of the pitving world is stirred. Pub- 
lic opinion must bring its intluence to bear on 
Russia. The government is notinsensible to the 
influence of public opinion. It fears it. The 
rigorous precautions taken against the promulga- 
tion of any discreditable news and the falsehoods 
to which the Russian government has recourse 
whenever any crushing charge is brought against 
it, clearly prove that foreign opinion is a power 
dreaded by the Czardom. As the English ex- 
ponents of this cause plead: “If only the leading 
nations of Europe could unite their voices for a 
moral ostracism of the Kussian autocracy, 
its position would become untenable. But 
this unanimity we cannot expect to obtain 
National selfisiiness, apathy and the naturaf 


at large, as she will sow the good seed wher- 
ver she may go.

Four Men Get Heavy Sentences for Various 
Offenses. 

In the federal court yesterday William 
Bozeman, of Pickens county, was found guilty 
of retailing illicit whisky, and sentenced to 
two months’ imprisonment and a fine of $100. 

L. K. Walls, of Rabun county, was con- 
victed of the same offense, and given three 
months and $100 fine. 


William J. Bowen, of Milton county, was 
found guilty of illicit distilling and sentenced 
to five months’ imprisonment and $100 fine. 

William Blackwell, a member of the cele- 
brated bushwhacking gang which fired upon 
Duputy Marshals D. M. Grizzie and William 
Talbot in Lumpkin county two years ago, was 
sentenced to two and one-half years’ im- 
prisonment, and $500 fine for his part in the 
affair.

Is Mr. Kontz Eligible? 


Read what Andrew J. Cobb, pro- 
fessor of law of the State Univer- 
sity, one of the most distinguished 
lawyers in Georgia, says : 

The act of November 12, 1880, 
provides chat councilmen and alder- 
men “shall be ineligible to any other 
municipal office during the term of 
office for which they were chosen.” 

Eligibility has two meanings: 
1. Capacity to hold; 2, capacity to 
be elected. Inthe first case, the 
question of eligibility or ineligibility 
is determined by inquiry into quali- 
fications at the time the officer be- 
gins to discharge his duties. In 
the second case the inquiry must be 
made at the time the officer is 
chesen or elected. The meaning 
to be given to the term is to be de- 
termined bythe context. The gen- 
eral rule is that the qualifications of 
an officer to be determined at the 
time he enters upon the discharge 
of his duties, or in order to place 
any other construction upon a dis- 
qualifying statute, the legislative 
intent to disqualify at a period aff 
terior to disqualification must clearly 
appear. If there is any doubt as 
to the construction of the statute, 
the doubt must be disolved in fa- 
vor of eligibility. 

The language of the law in ques- 
tion is “ineligible toany other mu-— 
nicipal office;’ that is, incapacitated 
to discharge the duties of the other 
office at the same time that he is 
discharging duties as councilman or 
alderman. If a person is elected 
mayor of a city in Georgia, and pre- 
sents himself at the time and place 
required by law to -begin the dis- 
charge of his duties, and at the time 
he is asked this question: ‘“ Were 
you chosen a councilman or alder 
man of this city, and has your term 
of office under the charter of the 
city expired?” If he can for answer 
say that the term of office has ex- 
pired, he is not “ineligible” under 
the act of 1889, no matter what was 
his status at the time of his elec. 
tion.

Republican Control at the South. 

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat, which 
seems to be extremely anxious to get away 
from the discussion of the McKinley law 
and other matters related thereto, remarks 
in a casual way that ‘‘a fair vote and count 
in the south would give the republicans con- 
trol of several states in that section.”’ 

This off-hand statement leaves much to be 
desired in the direction of illumination, so 
to speak, but is The Globe-Democrat, as a 
loyal republican journal interested in the re- 
spectability of its party, quite sure that re- 
publican control in the south would benefit 
the country, or add to the popularity of the 
party? In other words, is The Globe-Demo- 
crat peffectly sure that republican control in 
several southern states would really add to 
the strength of the party in the country at 
large? Thisisa phase of the matter too 
serious to be lightly passed over. It affords 
abundant food for thought. 

We can only judge of the future by the 
We can only predict the possible re- 
sults of republican control in- several south- 
ern states by the results that followed repub- 
lican rule in the south directly after the war. 
There is the same political material here 
that there was then--the same mass of 
ignorance that formed the basis of the re- 
publican party in the south just after the 
war forms the basis of it now, and white 
men of the same character are here to take 
charge of it. Will The Globe-Democrat say 
that it is ready to have the scenes of 1866 
and the few years following reproduced in 
the south for the sake of a party advantage 
which would be temporary indeed? 

The Globe-Democrat is a partisan news- 
paper, but not ina blind and an offensive 
way. It is strongly republican, but we do 
not believe that it would deliberately agree. 
to see the state governments of the south 
wrecked and the people brought to ruin 
merely for the sake of a party success, which 
would inevitably be followed by a tremen- 
dous reaction at the north against the organi- 
zation responsible for such disaster. It will 
not do for our contemporary to say that the 
ruin which followed republican and negro 
domination at the south during the recon- 
struction would not be repeated in this day 
and time. The same elements of destruc- 
tion are here, the same ignorance, the same 
prejudice, 

It is true that there would be avast dif- 
ference in the results that would flow from 
negro domination in several of the southern 
as compared with 
those of the reconstruction. At that time 
nobody but the southern people was hurt, 
and they were already too poor to be hurt 
seriously. But now all the conditions are 
changed except those that make republican 
control in the south dangerous. Our people 
are reasonably prosperous, and in the buiid- 
ing up of their industries they have taken 
into partnership vast numbers of northern 
business men, who have invested millions of 
capital here. In other words, the south is 
no longer linked with misfortune, and 
doomed to bear her burdens alone. tepub- 
lican control in Several southern states 
would not only injure the south, but, by 
staying the industrial progress of this sec- 
tion, would touch the pocket nerve of the 
whole country, which is the most sensitive 
portion of the American anatomy. 

If The Globe-Democrat will think over 
these things and take a philosophical view 
of the situation, it will perceive that nothing 
could be more disastrous to the prospects of 
the republican party than the spectacle of 
negro domination in several of the southern 
states,

Newspaper Preferences. 


The Chicago Tribune, whose editor is a 


very painstaking person even when engaged 
in sowing alfalfa broadcast over the coun- 
try, has gone to the trouble of compiling lists 
of the leading North American newspapers 
that are supporting Cleveland and Hill. We 
do not perceive the interest of these lists. 
If there is any, it is in the nature of a con- 
cealed weapon, which {fs to be pulled out and 
fired off at some later stage in the pro- 
gramme. 

We observe that the classification as be- 
tween Hill and Cleveland is extended to some 
of the southern newspapers. A number are 
put down for Cleveland and a few for Hl, 
though what this is intended to show is not 
stated. The significance of it is left 
wholly to conjecture. We may whisper to 
The Tribune, however, that it has no sig- 
nificance whatever. For one reason, @ 
southern editor may regard Cleveland as the 
proper person to nominate;,another may re- 
gard Hill as the most available. The. pref- 
erence depends on the point of view, 

The south will take no active part in the 
contest for the nomination.. The real field 
is now, as it has been, the state of New 
York. The candidate who is regarded as 
the most available man by the democrats of 
New York will be the nominee. That is the 
whole matter in a nutshell. New York 
state will name the candidate, and whether 
it is Cleveland or Hill, the south and the 
southern democratic papers will be solid for 
him. ; 

Moreover, it should be borne in mind that 
the preferences expressed by southern editors 
are not personal in their nature. One who 
is prepared to support Hill heartily may be- 
lieve that Cleveland is the most available 
man. Another who would give a cordial 
support to Cleveland may believe that Hill 
is the most available man.

The liquidation on forced large 
amounts of American securities to be sold in 
our markets on English account, and our 
limited supply of money made some sacri- 
fices necessary. 

And yet a judicious financial policy on the 
part of our government would have averted 
all fear of a panic. Our manufactures are 
booming, commerce is active, and the rail- 
roads are busy. The natural conditions are 
favorable; it is the artificial conditions that 
menace the prosperity of the country. 

The whole trouble on this side of the 
water arose from, our limited supply of 
money. Our per capita circulation is 
smaller than that of other countries, al- 
though in view of our rapid development it 
should be much larger. Even this inade- 
quate supply has been steadily contracted 
for a quarter of a century by legislation in 
favor of the creditor class. It is the object 
of this class to make money scarce, and thus 
increase its value, so that when a borrowed 
dollar is repaid the creditor will get consid- 
erably more than he loaned. Under this 
policy there will always be danger of period- 
ical panics. 

Our recent experience makes it plain that 
with a proper volume of currency the -Lon- 
don liquidation would not have endangered 
our people. What we imperatively need is 
a larger per capita circulation—a flexible 
currency adapted to the varying business 
needs of the country. The government has 
now squandered nearly all of the surplus 
left by a democratic administration, and the 
free coinage of silver, which would afford 
some relief, is still in the future. 

With a wise and just financial system, 
the government wpuld be able at any time, 
by a prudent use of a flexible and yet stable 
currency, to guard againet a panic. But in 
order to do this, the politicians in control of 
the government will have to dissolve their 
partnership with the creditor class, and run 
the finances of the republic with an eye 
single to the welfare of the people. 

It is not necessary to try a wild experi- 
ment of inflation. But now that it has been 
conclusively demonstrated that there is not 
enough money in the country to enable the 
people to transact their increasing business, 
the volume of currency should be expanded, 


and due provision should be made to meet | 


emergencies. All this can be safely and 
justly done by the government, and sooner 
or laterit will be done, 


Misrepresenting the People. 

Commissioner Raum furnishes food for 
thought to the people of this country. In 
an editorial review of this remarkable doecu- 
meut our contemporary, The Albany Journal, 
says: ‘*‘Never before in the history of the 
world was such a showing presented.”’ 

To this we agree. The world has never 
known anything like it. Sixty-three million 
people, in one year, have contributed $106, - 
493.000 to support 537,944 persons whose 
names appear on the pension list. 

Our Albany contemporary thinks this js 
wonderful, and it certainly is. But in 
boasting of the government’s liberality in 
this regard, the editor adds: ‘‘Never before 
was there a people who could afford to treat its 
heroes so bounteously or that was so willing 
to bear the heaviest burdens in carrying out 
such a policy.’’ Thisis a broad statement, 
which does not hold good in the face of the 
facts. So far from being willing to bear the 
burdens imposed ‘‘in carrying out such a 
policy,’’ the people have protested from the 
first, and they are still protesting. The an- 
nouncement is made that the national ex- 
penditures for pensions during the coming 
year will be largely increased, and the people 
are calmly imformed that “‘it would not be 
surprising if the total annual expenditure 
would amount to between $125,000,000 and 
$150,000,000, 


The people have not borne this burden in : 


the past without’: murmuring, and the in- 
crease of the pension appropriations is not 


likely to exercise a soothing influence on 


mity, and the bulk of the money goes to 
the north and west and staysthere. In 
Ohio, there are 56,087 pensioners; in New 
York, 50,206; Pennsylvania, 49,578; Illinois, 
39,495; and so it goes, , 

The péople do not object to reasonable 
appropriations for pensions. But it is wrong 
to place them on record as “gladly bearing”’ 
the enormous burden which they have been 
called upon to bear in this matter of pen- 
sions. They are well aware of the fact that 
the part played by the republicans in this 
pension drama was altogether a mercenary 
one, without one feature of gratitude or 
patriotism, that the pension office has 
been badly managed, and that through its 
influence great benefits are derived by those 
who are not entitled to them; that it has 
fallen into the hands of scheming politicians 
whoare working for their own interests, and 
not the interests of the people. 

But this cant about national gratitude for 
pension appropriations, and national 
willingness to bear them, is plain to 
ail, A national election is at hand and the 
republicans are looking ahead. Ina word, 
it is a bid for votes in 1892, when the repub- 
lican party will need them sorely. 

But republican editors should be careful 
in their statements and should not misrepre- 
sent the people. Have they forgotten the 
rebuke they recently received at the people’s 
hands? 


Looking fora Leader. 

The republican party in the state of New 
York wants a leader, but so far its wants 
have not been supplied. Noone seems to 
be anxious to undertake the job. Tom 
Platt is dead, politically, and Warren Miller 
has been retired to private life. 

In their extremity republican newspapers 
have appealed to Chauncey Depew. The 
Buffalo Express says that the party is proud 
of him and wants him to take charge of its 
business at once. It believes that Mr.. De- 
pew ‘‘can bring New York republicanism to 
a higher plane than it has been on since the 
days of William Hl. Seward.’’ He will have 
a big lift to get it there,but The Express be- 
lieves that he can doit. And this is the in- 
ducement Mr. Depew is offered to attempt 
the work: 

You are credited with the ambition to be presi- 
dent of the United States some day. The £xpress 
believes you will attain that laudable ambition in 
1896, after Harrison has served his second term. 
But it’s time, Mr. Depew, that you began to bestir 
yourself to help out the republican party in New 
York at this crisis. You are giving the city too 
much of your best energies, you are spending too 
much time in eating big dinners and making 
after-dinner speeches. 

This is looking far ahead and ‘counting 
without the host."” If Mr. Depew knows 
anything—and he is a pretty well infdrmed 
man—it is that there is no second term in 
store for President Harrison. The signs of 
the times have made this plain to him, and 
it is not Harrison who will be in the way of 
his political advancement when he shall as- 
pireto the presidency. A greater man than 
Harrison is here. 

The fact that a man of Chauncey M. De- 
pew’s caliber is feasting and otherwise en- 
joying himself in the merry rounds of private 
life, while his party ‘‘lies bleeding,”’ is sig- 
nificant. To himits case seems hopeless, 
He is for and with the living, and is not 
prepared to resurrect the dead. ; 

We are, therefore, doubtful- if the hith 
hope of reward held out to him will move 
him to resign his present liberty and enlist 
in.a hopeless cause. -There is no doubt that 
his services are needed by the repuhlicans of 
New York, for the party is truly without a 
leader there, as it is everywhere. But will 
he coine tothe rescue? The fate of recent 
republican leaders is a warning which will 
not down, And it confronts Chauncey M. 
Depew.

SHALL DEFEAT BE INVITED AGAIN? 


Senator Barbour Points Out People Who 
Would Oppose Cleveland 
ALEXANDRIA, Va., November 20.—In an inter- 
view with the Wa@hington correspondent of The 
Gazette upon the subject of the next presidential 

campaign, Senator Barbour said: : ; 

“I have no hesitation mm saying that availability 
should be the chief qualification of the next demo- 
cratic presidential nominee. Sentiment is very 
well in its place, but it is outof place man un- 
certain political fight. My personal re- 
lations with Mr. Cleveland are more friendly 
than with any other ‘gentleman I have 
heard spoken of asa possible candidate, and I do 
not even know Governor Hill, But a wise army 
would not select as its commander a man who ac- 
knowledges that he knows nothing of warfare, 
and, for a like reason, | think it would be unwise 
for a polit cal party to epteran uncertain cam- 
paign under a leader who frowns upon practical 
politics, and confesses he knows nothing about 
the management and control of party affairs.”’ 

Asked if Mr. Cleveland would not receive the 
support of Wall street and of the mugwuimps, 
Senator Barbour replied that he thought he 
would, but that such support would do him more 
harm than good, inasmuch as it would tend to 
drive more effective strength away from him. 
“The mugwumps,” said the senator, “tried to beat 
the democrats in New York city week before last 
and made a signal failure, and it was only by the 
success of Tammany that the legislature of New 
York was made democratic and a democratic sen- 
atur secured in that state. Mr. Cleveland’s pro- 
nounced opposition to the silver men and to the 
whole policy of the Farmers’ Alliance would de- 
prive the democratic party of the assistanee of 
both those powerful organizations if he were at 
its head.” 

Mr. Barbour also said that tariff reform was 
now popular, and he was glad it had become so, 
but Mr. Cleveland was not it® father. Polk and 
Walker beforethe war, and more recently Car- 
lisle and Morrison, were certainly more entitled 
to its paternity than he. “Then, too,” he said, 
“Mr. Cleveland is not a more pronounced tariff 
reformer now than he was in 1888, and then, 
though Hill carried New York, Cleveland lost it 
and was defeated. However, though I shall not 
go to the next national convention, [and a}! other 
good democrats will cheerfully work for its nomi- 
nee, whoever he may be. But itis entirely too 
soon to be raising questions about the particular 
inan to be nominated, and who cannot take pos- 
session of the white house until the 4th of March,

Rules of the Primary. 
The rules governing the primary are as 
follows: 


It is ordered that a primary election be held ° 


Friday, November 2lst, for the purpose of | 
selecting candidates for the offices of mayor, 
two aldermen and six councilmen, election to 
be held in December next, under the following 
rules: 

1. Polls shall be opened in all of the six wards of 
the city of Atlanta, from 7 o’clock a. m. to7 p. m. 
Such po ling places shail be managed and con- 
ducted by three managers to be appointed by a 
subcommittee of tive from this body. Said mana- 
gers shall consolidate the vote and report the 
same tothix committee at the city hali by 12 
o'clock on the next day after the alection. 

2. Insaid eiection only white persons who shall 
have registered with the tax collector of the city 
of Atlanta by the 18th day of November, 1890, 
shall be entitled to vote. Each person shall vote 
in the ward in which he shall have registered. A 
list of the said registered voters shall be furnished j 
the managers by the subcommittee above re- 
ferred to, and no one shall vote unless his name 
appears on said list. 

3. In the interest of a fair and honest election, 
the use of carriages for hauling voters to the polls 
and the employmen: of workers to solicit votes is 
strictly prohibited.’ The candidates who, either 
directly or indirectly, in person or through others, 
shall violate this rule shall be declared not nomi- 
nated, whether he receives a majority of the votes 
cast or not.

Is Mr. Kontz Eligible? 


Read what Andrew J. Cobb, pro- 
fessor of law of the State Univer- 
sity, one of the most distinguished 
lawyers in Georgia, says: 

The ect of November 12, 1889, 
provides that councilmen and alder- 
men “shall be ineligible to any 
other municipal office during the 
term of office for which they were 
chosen.” 

Eligibility has two meanings; 
1, Capicity to hold; 2, capacity to 
be elected. In the first case, the 
question of eligibility or ineligibility 
is determined by inquiry into quali- 
fications at the time the officer be- 
gins to discharge his duties. In 
the second case the inquiry must be 
made at the time the officer is 
chosed or elected. The meaning 
to be given to the term is to be de- 
termined by the context. The gen- 
eral rule is that the qualifications of 
an officer to be determined at the 
time he enters upon the discharge 
of his duties, or in order to place 
any other constrtction upona dis, 
qualifying statute, the legislative 
intent to disqualify at a period an- 
terior to disqualification must clearly 
appear. If there is any doubt as 
to the construction of the statute, 
the doubt must be “disolved in fa- 
vor yf eligibility. 

The language of the law in ques. 
tion is “ineligible to any other mu- 
nicipal office,’ that is, incapacitated 
to discharge the duties of the other 
office at the same time that he is 
discharging duties as councilman or 
alderman. If a persenis elected 
mayor of a city in Georgia, and pre- 
sents himself at the time and place 
required by lawto begin the dis- 
charge of his duties, and at thetime 
heis asked this question; ‘Were 
you chosen a councilman or alder- 
man offthis city, and has your term 
of office under the charter of the 
city expired?” If he can for answer 
say that the term of office has ex- 
pired, he is not “ineligible” under 
the act of 1889, no matter what was 
his status at the time of his elec- 
tion.

Last evening Mrs. Mary H. Hunt, of Hyde 
Park, Mass., superintendent of the department 
of scientific education of the National Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union, delivered 
an address to the Georgia legislature. 

The hall of representatives was the place se- 
lected for the address, and at an early hour the 
seats in the auditorium and galleries were 
filled, and the galleries were crowded with 
people anxious to hear the eloquent advocate 
of scientific instruction. 

Mrs. Hunt brought with her the map of the 
United States, which was hung on the wall, 
on which all the states and territories that 
have adopted the textbooks’ on that course of 
instruction, are represented in white, number- 
ing thirty-four. 

The nine states having nosuch Jaws were 
outlined in black. 

Nineteen of those states that have temper- 
ance jaws have penaliies provided for any 
violation of the statutes, and among them is 
the state of Louisiana. 

Georgia is still represented by a black spot, 
despite the efforts of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance Union during the past years. 

Mrs. Hunt was infroduced by Hon. 
R. H. Jackson, chairman of the committee 
on education of the house of representatives, 
in a neat and appropriate speech. ‘ 

Mrs. Hunt began by referring to the excite- 
ment over the recent senatorial election, and 
made the point that our people consider the 
voice of the people as the voice of freedom 
and liberty. 

But she thought that the enlightenment of 
the masses was left to the schools, ayd the 
deprecated the fact that the people are lack- 
ing in the knowledge of the true 
principles of scientific and hygienic educa- 
tion. She showed how any question that 
arises is decided by the voice of the people, and 
that being the case she made the point that 
the people should be — 

She quoted Blackstone in \the saying that 
‘aw is an embodied sentiment,’’ and showed 
that it is difficult to enforce the law without 
the sentiment of the people coinciding. 

Of the 67,000 populatioh of the city of At- 
lanta, she had reason to believe that the ma- 
jority think it no harm to take a little alcohol. 
She quoted different authorities, among the 
finest chemists and physicians of the age, show- 
ing that alcohol is a poison, and the worst of all 
poisons, from the fact that a taste creates an 
insatiable thirst for more, so that, once indulged 

in, the habit becomes a disease. 

Afterdwelling at length on the require- 
ments of the people, Mrs. Hunt entered into a 
full explanation of the workings of the de- 
partment of scientific education. 

She showed how it had been heneficial to 
the government schools of the army and 
navy, . where it has already been 
adopted, and in all the state educational insti- 
tutions where tho textbooks have been intro- 
duced. 

‘‘My people perish for the lack of knowl- 
edge,” she quoted from the prophets, and ap- 
plied the text to the condition of the people of 
the states where the subject of scientific edu- 
cation has never been discussed. 

In conclusion, she showed the benefits re- 
sulting from a proper ee of the 
physical and hygienic requirements of man- 
kind, and uttered a powerful plea for the in- 
troduction of textbooks, on that line, in the 
schools of the city and state. 

Quite a large number of the members of the 
senate and house of the general assembly of 
the state of Georgia were present, and during 
the delivery of the address the hall was so 
quiet that you could have heard a pin drop, 
because of the interesting nature of the speech. 

A resolution of thanks was offered and 
peg unanimously at the conclusion of Mrs. 

unt’s address, which was greeted with round 
after round of applause.

Here is what he says: 


ATLANTA, Ga., November 20, 
1890.—Hon. A. L. Kontz, My Dear 
Sir: In response to your inquiry as 
to my opinion upon the question of 
your eligibility to the office of mayor 
of the city of Atlanta, I beg to say 
that I see nothing in the act of the 
t2th of November, 1886, to dis- 
qualify you from holding the office. 

But for the respect I have for the 
opinions of distinguished lawyers 
who, I understand, have expressed 
opinions to the contrary, I should 
never have entertained the slightest 
doubt of your eligibility from any- 
thing which appears in the act of 
November 12, 1889, above referred 
to. 

I understand your term of office 
as councilman will expire beforethe 
term for which the mayor is elected 
commences, and by the very terms 
of the statute above referred to 
councilmen and aldermen are 
declared ineligible to any other 
municipal office during the terms 
for which they were elected—mark 
the language—ineligible to any 
other municipal office. , 

Now, when will the new mayor 
come to the office of mayor? Not 
when elected, but when he is sworn 
in and enters upon the discharge of 
the duties of the office. So it will 
be seen that. the disqualifying 
language in the statute refers to 
the time of entering. upon the dis- 
charge of the duties of the office and 
not to the time of election. And 
I apprehend this construction ofthe 
statute will be found to. be in 
harmony. with the current of au- 
thority both in England and this 
country. If it were necessary, I 
apprehend it would not be difficult 
to show that there is nothing in the 
spirit and object of the statute to 
disqualify you; but to my mind the 
language of the statute is so clear 
that Ido not deem it necessary to 
argue that question.

MR. KONTZ’S ELIGIBILITY 


HON..A. L. KONTZ.—Dear 
Sir: You ask my opinion in regard 
tothe act of the legislature ap- 
proved November 12, 1889, in ret- 
erence to councilmen and alder 
men. : | } 

The act reads as follows: That 
from and after the passage. of this 
act, councilmen and aldermen of 
the towns and cities of this state 
shali‘be ineligible to any other mu- 
nicipal effice in said towns and 
cities during the term of office for 
which they were chosen. 

In my opinion this act does not 
apply to councilmen and aldermen 
elected before the passage of the 
act and holding their offices at the 
time of the enactment. Laws are 
generally made to take effect in the 
future. To enforce thisact against 
councilmen and aldermen who were 
elected previous to its passage 
would make it RETROACTIVE 
in effect. The fair, logical and 
legal construction of the act would 
be, councilmen and aldermen of the 
towns and cities of this. state, 
elected after the passage of this act, 
shall be ineligible, etc. This defi- 
nition andconstruction of the act 
would be in accord with the general 
principle. 


In regard to the issue pre- 
sented in_ eligibility or ineligi- 
bility, we would say, that eligibility 
is legally defined—ability or ca- 
pacity to take or hold office; ineli- 
gibility, inability or incapacity to 
take or hold office; the adjective 
eligible, to’ take or hold office; 
the adjective ineligible, 


that eligibility and ineligibility are 
to be construed with reference to 
the holding of office. 

Substitute the legal definition of 
ineligible in the act, and the 
equivalent meaning of the word 
“during, in the time of, the act 
wouldread: That from 
the passage of this act, councilmen 
and aldermen of the towns and 
cities of this state shall be 
UNABLE, or incapable -to take or 
TO HOLD any other~ municipal 
office in said towns and cities IN 
THE TIME OF the term for 
which they were chosen, , If the 
time or term for which-the council- 
man or alderman was chosen has ex- 
pired at the date of induction or in- 
stallation into another office, this 
act would be no bar or disqualifica- 
tion.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, November 20. — (Special.] — 
The stock market today has been rather quiet 
and withoutany of the excitement which\has 
marked the trading and stock for the past two 
weeks, while the movements of prices were quite 
irregular and several changes which resulted, 
leaving the list irregularly changed from last 
night’s figures. Early London advices showed 
iwnproving feeling there, and the governors of the 
Bank of England at the regular weekly meeting 
allowed the minimum rate of discount to fcmain 
unchanged, instead of advancing to7 per cent, as 
had been anticipated. This caused the demand to 
cover shorts and the first prices were ajl up from 
14 to % per cent, while the Missouri Pacific was 


1°, higher, and New England 1’, per cent. The 
upward movement looked vim, however, and 


while a few stocks scored further slight gains, the 
upward movement svon came toa halt. Some of the 
traders who had bought at low prices prevalent 
yesterday realized their profits, and bears felt the 
market with some short sales which soon became 
current and the market sagged away. The ex- 
treme ¢ullness marked the trading for the re- 
mainder of the forenoon, but after that time the 
bears became ayerressive, taking advanta:ze of 
the limited market and put out another line of 
shorts. The attack was directed squarcly at the 
Grangers at Rock Island in particular. The 
rumor of the next dividend that would be passed 
was freely circulatedand undoubtedly had some 
influenve and coming at the timo with an an- 
nouncement of tailure, Barker bros..in Phila- 
Jelphia, helped material'y to depress the stocks of 
the general list. The failure was of special infiu- 
ence upon Reading, and that stock kept pace with 
the Grangers in the downward movement as long 
witlasted. The drop amounted to about from 1 
w 2 per cent in the Grangers and fractional 
umountsin the rest of the list, with exception 
a0ted, but Rock Island was Knocked down from 
37 to 6314, and even a declaration of regular divi- 
dends upon the Northern Pacific preierred. and 
‘jurlington,were of no effect in checking the down- 
rard movement.

The Richmond Terminai will afford a new 
outlet, and such a deai as it is reported has 
been made means the turning of an immense 
amount of business in this direction, The 
western trade with the northern markets will 
come in this direction and be carried to New 
York by steamship from Savannah and other 
ports. The western supplies of boots, shoes 
and manufactured articles from the north and 
east will be carried in return by the same 
route, 

This means a great deal for this country, if 
true. It means more ships for Savannah and 
nore men on the wharves and move business 
generally. Mr. Gould knows he could lose 
nothing by buying Richmond Terminal stock 
atit. Having a voice in its management, he 
Can make satisfactory arrangements and by 
turning the immense tratlic of his western 
lines in this direction he will build up the 
Richmond Terminal system and make a large 
profit by the increased value of its stock. 

The Charleston, Wilmington and Norfolk 
railroad has been incorporated at Philadelphia 
with a capital of $6,000,000. John C. Me- 
Naughton, of that city, is president. and the 
headquarters of the company are located there 
for the present. The railroad is to forma new 
inside Atiantic coast route, and, it is claimed, 
will shorten the distance between northern 
cities and Charleston, 8. C.,and puints farther 
south about 100 miles compared with existing 
lines. The purchase of the charters of the 
Mount Pleasant, Santee and Little River rail- 
road in South Carolina, and of the Ports- 
mouth and South Mills Railroad Company, in 
Virginia, was authorized at a recent meeting 
of the Charleston, Wilmington and Norfolk 
railroad. These charters, with the company’s 
own, give it the right to build between Norfolk 
and Charleston 365 miles and branches. A 
contract has oeen made with the Carolina Con- 


struction Company to build the road, and the | 


work has been begun from Charleston, S. C., 
to Norfolk, and most of the right-of-way has 
been secured. 


Railroad Personals. 


Mr. D. P. Miller, the newly appointed traffic 
manager of the Queen and Crescent route, is 
said to be the youngest trafiic manager in the 
country, but has aiready made his mark, and 
his extraordinary ability has been so univer- 
sally recognized that his services were sought 
by several important systems previous to his 
appointment on the Queen and Crescent. 
Until recently he has guided the traffic matters 
of the St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas road 
(Cotton Belt line), with headquarters at St. 
Louis and Little Rock. He is but twenty- 
seven years of age. 

It is now given out from Cincinnati that 
Mr. Charles Schiff will probably remove from 
Cincinnati to New Orleans and in future de- 
vote his time to the management of the New 
Orleans and Northeastern, Alabama and 
Vicksburg, and Vicksburg, Shreveport and 
Pacific railroads, of which lines he is presi- 
dent. ° 

It is probable that the policy of the new 
Cincinnati Southern managers is to turn the 
western business over to the Cincinnati South- 
ern at Chattanooga over the Memphis and 
Charleston and the Memphis and Little Rock 
and Cotton Belt. Randolph Fink, brother 
to’. Henry Fink, is president of the Little 
Rock road. Should that be the_ case, 
and it is the most probable rea- 
son, why Mr. Schiff resigned as the vice presi- 
dent of the Cincinnati Southern. The western 
business has always heretofore gone over the 
Alabama Great Southern to Meridian, thence 
over the Meridian and Vicksburg, thence the 
Vicksburg, Shreveport and VPacitic railroads, 
of which companies Mr. Schiff is president. 
The change of policy dissatisfied him, and, 
railrvuad men say, rightly, too, for he could 
Bardly see his roads suffer at the l:ands of one 
of which he was the vice president. Hence, 
his refusal of the vice presidency. 

The offices of auditor of earnings and auditor 
of expenses of the Charieston and Savannah 
railroad have been consolidated. and Mr. J. 
E. Smith has been appointed auditor. 

Mr. O. T. Nelson has been appointed road- 
master of the Georgia Pacific, with head- 
quariers at West Point, Miss. He was for- 
meriy supervisor of the second division of tiie 
Mobile and Ohio. 

It will not be very pleasing news, says The 
Cincinnati Enquirer, tothe ofticiais of the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pacific 
Railway Company, but nevertheless it is a 
fact, that almost aclean sweep is to be made 
by the new management. General Manager 
Carroll, General Freight Agent Ryan and 
General Passenger Agent Edwards will all 
give way to new men in the near iuture. Sev- 
eral other heads of departmonts will also be 
let out. Some of the present heads ot depart- 
ments may be offered other positions with the 
company, but it is not likely.
